OCTOBER 10 AND DURING VOTING IN PLENARY FRIDAY OCTOBER 11. 

2. SPEAKERS IN MONDAY PLENARY DEBATE ON ENERGY CRISIS 
REFLECTED STRONG AND HOSTILE RESPONSE TO RECENT US 
STATEMENTS REGARDING INFLATION, ENERGY AND FOOD. EGYPTIANS 
HAVE SUBMITTED AMENDMENT INVITING GOVERNMENTS TO IMPLEMENT 
ESTABLISHMENT OF QUOTE NEW ECONOMIC ORDER UNQUOTE AS ADOPTED 
BY SIXTH SPECIAL UNGA IN MAY 1974 WHICH OPPOSED BY US AND 

SOME OTHER WESTERN GOVERNMENTS. 

3. TWO LAST MINUTE ITEMS ON HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE 

AND CIA INVOLVEMENT IN CHILE WILL BE DEBATED MONDAY NIGHT 
AND TUESDAY, RESPECTIVELY. MEXICAN GROUP HAS SUBMITTED 
SOMEWHAT HELPFUL AMENDMENTS ON FORMER (BULGARIAN) 

ITEM AND HAVE AGREED WITH US TO HOLD OFF DEBATE ON LATTER 
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REPRESENTED. BELGIAN GROUP HAS AGREED SUBMIT COUNTER 
RESOLUTION ON MEXICAN ITEM. 

4. WEST GERMAN GROUP HAS EXPRESSED FERVENT HOPE 
ALL 22 US VOTES CAN BE CAST DURING PTEN ARY ON FRIDAY. 

ASSURANCE OF FULL US GROUP VOTING STRENGTH WILL BE NEEDED 
BOTH AS LEVERAGE IN DRAFTING SESSIONS AND OBVIOUSLY DURING 
VOTING IN FRIDAY PLENARY SESSIONS. 

5. AMBASSADOR HODGSON HAS SCHEDULED LUNCHEON FOR 
SENATOR STAFFORD AND OTHER CODEL MEMBERS REMAINING TOKYO 
FOR 1300 FRIDAY 1 1TH AT RESIDENCE. PROPOSED CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE LUNCHEON HAS BEEN CANCELLED. 

6. CODEL MAY BE ASKED SHORTLY AFTER ARRIVAL ABOUT 
TESTIMONY OF FORMER ADMIRAL LAROCQUE IN SUBCOMMITTEE OF JOINT 
COMMITTEE ON ATOMIC ENERGY WHICH HAS CREATED INTENSE AND 
CRITICAL PRESS PLAY HERE. LAROCQUE QUOTED AS SAYING US 
WARSHIPS HAD NOT UNLOADED NUCLEAR WEAPONS BEFORE ENTERING 
JAPANESE PORTS. JAPANESE GOVERNMENT AT HIGHEST LEVELS PLACED 
IN DELICATE POSITION IN VIEW EXTREME JAPANESE PUBLIC 
SENSITIVITY ON THIS MATTER. DEPARTMENT OF STATE SAID 

OCT 5 THEY COULD NEITHER DENY OR CONFIRM THIS 
TESTIMONY. WE AND EMBASSY SUGGEST CODEL SEEK TO DEFLECT
